‘One of the most important events 
of the fourth American Road congress, 
now in session in Atlanta, was the 

_ organization on Thursday of a national 

- @ssociation of state highway officials. 

It is expected that this organization 
will not only help to build up the ef- 
ficiency of all the state highway de- 
Par@ments, but will become also one 
of the most important affiliations of 
the American Road congress, which al- 
ready consists of some forty-two or- 

. migations looking to the extension 
and betterment of roads. 

The national organization of state 
highway departments consists of the 
departments of the forty-one states of 
the union which have’ such depart- 
ments. Seven states have no such de- 
partments. 

Need Highway Departments. 

One of the points stressed at this 
meeting of the road congress has vecn 
the necessity of all the states having 
highway departments through which 
they may not only improve the svys- 
tems of roads within the borders of 
the respective states, but also that 
these states may be in position through 
their highway departments tc avail 
themselves of the benefits of federal 
aid, which members of the congress feel 
eure must, in the course of time, come. 

The name of the new highway de- 
partments organization as not yet 
been selected, nor has the vrganiza- 
tion itself been perfected. No officers 
were elected on Thursday. 

An organization committee was a)- 
pointed to nieet December 12 in Wash- 
ington, D>. ©., to perfect all details 
ef the organization. 

(all For Meeting. 

The meeting wus called under the 
following resolution: 

“Believing that some definite plan 
should be formulated regarding federal 
co-operation with the states in road 
construction; we, the undersigned state 
highway officers, herewith issue a call 
to all state highway commissions or de- 
partments to send a representative 
with power to act to a meeting to be 
held at the Raleigh hotel in the city 
of Washington, on Saturday morning, 
December 12, 1914, at 10 o'clock, to as- 
sist in drafting a bill to be presented 
to congress, which will embody a plan 
of federal co-operation in road con- 
struction.

WILSON INSULTED 
BY NEGRO SPEAKER 


President Deeply Offended 
by Tone of Chairman of 
Delegation That Protested 
Against Segregation. 


Washington, November 12.—Offend- 
ed by the tone and manner of their 
chairman, W. M. Trotter, of Boston, 
President Wilson today ended an in- 
terview with a delegation of negroes 
who called at the white house to pro- 
test against race segregation in gov- 
ernment departments, with a warning 
that if the negroes wanted to see him 
again they would have to get another 
spokesman. ‘The president said he 
had not been addressed in such fash- 
ion since he entered the white house. 

A fifteen-minute interview had been 
arranged for the callers and the presi- 
dent received them in his office with 
only his stenographer present. The 
delegation complained formally that 
Postmaster General Burleson, Secre- 
tary McAdoo and. Comptroller Wil- 
liams, of the treasury, were enforcing 
segregation of ‘white and negro em- 
ployees in their offices. 

Mr. Wilson listened to the state- 
ment and then replied at length, ex- 
plaining that he had investigated this 
matter himself and had been assured 
that no discrimination had been prac- 
ticed against negroes and that segre- 
gation had been inaugurated to avoid 
friction between the races, not to in- 
jure the negro. He added that he 
was deeply interested in the negro 
race and admired it for the. progress 
it had made. 

Teok Issue With President. 

At this point Trotter and others of 
the delegation took issue with the 
president. They declared the negro 
people did not seek “charity or as- 
sistance, but heldthat they had equal 
rights with the whites and that these 
rights should be _ respected. There 
had been no friction, they insisted, be- 
fore the segregation was started. 

Mr. Wilson waited for. the protest 
to end. Then he told the delegation 
that he could not discuss the matter 
further, He closed with the quiet, 
ut emphatic statement .that Trotter 
a4 Jest contro? et er and’ 
that he the (president) could not be 
talked to in such a manner. 

When the negroes left they said 
their talk had been “thoroughly. dis- 
appointing” and that they would hold 
@ mass meeting in Washington next 
Sunday to protest further against 
segregation. 

Trotter said in his ad 
committee did not come “as wards 
looking for charity, but as full- 
fledged American citizens, vouch-’ 
safed equality of citizen$hip by the 
federal constitution.” 

What the Negro Said. 

“Two years ago,” said Trotter, “you 
were thought to be a second Abraham 
Lincoln’’—the president tried to inter- 
rupt, asking that personalities be left 
out of the discussion. 

Trotter continued to speak and the 
president finally told him that if the 
organization he represented wished to 
approach him again it must choose 
another spokesman, adding that he 
had enjoyed listening to the other 
members of the committee, but that 
Trotter's tone was offensive. 

The president told Trotter that he 
was an American citizen as fully as 
anybody else, but that he (Trotter) 
was the only American citizen who 
ever had come into the white house 
and addressed the president in such 
a tone and with such a background of 
passion. Here Trotter denied that he 
had any passion, but the president 
told him he had spoiled the cause for 
which he had come and said he ex- 
pected those who professed to be 
Christians to come to him in a Chris- 


tian spirit. 

The negro continued 
argue that he was merely trying to 
show how the negro people felt, and 
asserted that heand others .were now 
being branded as traitors to their 
race because they advised the negro 
people “to support the ticket.” 

This mention of votes caused Mr. 
Wilson to say politics must be left 
eut, because it was a form of black- 
mail. He said he would resent it as 
quickly from one set of men as from 
another and that his auditors could 
vote as they pleased, it mattered lit- 
tle to him so long as he was sure 
he was doing the right thing at the 
right time.

Nation-wide suffrage and prohibition 
was predicted last night in the numer- 
ous addresses delivered at the first pub- 
lic meeting of the forty-first annual 
convention of the Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union in the Baptist Tab- 
ernacle. 

Great tribute was paid to woman- 
kind as the sustaining moral and spir- 
itual influence. It was stated by more 
than one speaker that if woman had 
ruled, Europe would not be in the 
throes of war; that the entire universe 
would be united in eternal peace. 

The great Tabernacle building was 
filled to overflowing. Six hundred del- 
egates occupied a large part of the 
first floor, and the remainder of the 
space was taken up by Atlanta repre- 
sentatives and prohibitionists. A de- 
lightful musical program was rendered 
with the Tabernacle choir. 


Union is one of the most potent moral 
factors of organized womanhood,” said 
Judge John C. Hart, in the first address 
of the program. “Yours is the great- 
est work on foot. I love you all for it. 
No patriotic man could help but. love 
you. 

“You women are making a better 
world, a better mankind. Had the 
world been governed by your princi- 
ples there would have been no war. 

“T expect to live to see the day when 
prohibition will be constitutional. 
There can be no peace until alcohol is 
dethroned. The world is painfully prac- 
tical, and it is up to you to show the 
practicability and economic value of 
prohibition.” 

Reference to the temporary incon- 
venience caused a number of delegates 
upon their arrival in Atlanta Wednes- 
day night because homes had not been 
provided was contained in the address 
of Mayor James G. Woodward, who 
said, in part: 

“This is the most embarrassing mo- 
ment in my official record. I am em- 
barrassed to arise before this noble 
gathering and recall that some of them 
arrived here without shelter and proper 
provisions. 

“I don't know who's responsible, but 
somebody should receive criticism. 
Wednesday night I saw about fifty la- 
dies trooping from a railroad station 
unescorted and carrying their luggage. 
Someone should have been at the train 
to meet them. 

Changing Ideas on Suffrage. 

“TI belong to the old school that 
reveres woman and places her upon a 
pedestal far above the mud of politics, 
but, when I look at all the grief and 
devastation over in Europe, I begin to 
think I'm all wrong—about politics. 
am rapidly remolding my ideas regarda- 
ing equal rights.” 

At which the mayor was greeted with 
resounding and continued applause. 

An interesting address was made by 
Rev. H. M. DuBose, pastor of the First 
Methodist church, who predicted that 
Atlanta would soon see the day when it 
would be rid of locker clubs, near beer 
saloons and blind tigers. He attributed 
the predicted fall of such institutions 
largely to the efforts ofithe Atlanta 
division of the W. C. T. U.

Savannah, Ga, November 12.-—(Spe- 
Cial.)—-Judge Charlton handed down a 
decision today in which he found in 
favor of Mrs. Laura May on every 
point in her litigation against Cc. H. 
May, of Atlanta. 

It was a sweeping victory for the 
wife, against whom May made a series 
of serious charges. She was allowed 
$85 a month alimony and the custody 
of their 12-year-old daughter. 

In commenting on the case Judge 
Charlton said he believed May was a 
party to a conspiracy to trap his wife, 
and in that event he was not entitled 
to any benefit he might receive from 
information thus gained. 

The May case has attracted wide no- 
toriety. The evidence has been spicy. 
May charged that his wife was caught 
under compromising circumstances in 
a boarding house in Atlanta.

TO STAY IN VERA CRUZ

Some Generals Urge B&th 
Carranza and Villa to 
Leave Mexico. 


Washington, November 12.—General 
Villa, at the head of -a large column 
of troops, has begun marching south 
from Aguas Calientes to attack the 
Carranza forces under General Gon- 
zales at Queretaro. Official advices to- 
day say the Aguas Calientes convention 
ordered the movement. 

General Eulalio Gutierrez has taken 
the oath of office as provisional presi- 
dent at the Aguas Calientes conven- 
tion, which simultaneously declared 
General Carranza, hitherto first chief 
of the constitutionalist army, as being In 
rebellion. 

Many generals who swore their alle- 
giance to the convention are leaning to 
Carranza, while some of his most loyal 
followers are preparing to desert him. 

This was the tenor of official dis- 
patches today from American Consul 
Silliman, at Mexico City, and Leon 
Canova, special agent at Aguas Cal- 
lentes. 

U. S&S. Troops Stay at Very Cruz. 

President Wilson and Secretary 
Bryan - have .decided not to fix.a date | 
for the American evacuation « of 
Vera Cruz until it is determined 
which faction can dominate that part 
of Mexico sufficient to carry out 
guarantees asked by the United Statés 
as a prerequisite to withdrawal.

The Washington government does not 
desire to interfere in the tangled con- 
troversy between the various military 
chieftains, but administration officials 
showed plainly today their chagrin at 
the fact that several generals who 
wrote their names on the Mexican flag 
recently, pledging their word to abide 
by the acts of the convention at Aguas 
Calientes, have refused to support Gen- 
eral Gutierrez. 

The United States will continue its 
custom of dealing with each element 
that is in de facto control of a certain 
territory. Special agents are accom- 
panying Gutierrez, Villa and Carranza. 
From all came advices today reflecting 
the uncertainty and doubt which en- 
veloped the general situation. 

Carranze Fears Blanco. 

Official advices showed that General 
Carranza has moved to Cordoba for a 
lengthy stay.’ He is understood to have 
left Mexico City because he doubted the 
loyalty of General Blanco, commander 
of trogps guarding the ongetel.

Johannisburg Has Been Oc- 
cupied by Czar’s Troops. 
Przemysl. Is Again Be-' 
sieged by Russians. 


Petrograd, November 12.—The Rus- 
sian general staff issued the following 


statement today: 

“In East Prussia on November 11 an 
action developed on the front of Stall- 
uponen, Krouglianken and the region 
of Soldau. Our troops occupied Johan- 
nisburg (a small town of East Prussia, 
70 miles to the southwest of Gumbin- 
nen). 

“Beyond the Vistula battles of sec- 
ondary importamece occurred in the re- 
gion of Kalisz (Russian Poland) and 
Neschava, where advance guards of the 
enemy sought to progress. 

“The Carpathians Austrian rear 
guards, maintained at the crossings on 
the upper San in the region of Sanok, 
were attacked by our troops. 

“The siege of Przemysl, which was 
suspended during the period in which 
the Austro-German armies were on the 
offensive, has been re-established.” 
DEFEAT IS CHARGED 
TO CROWN PRINCE. 

London, November 12.—The Petro- 
grad correspondent of The Daily Mail 
sends the following: 

“It is now admitted semi-officially, 
but not yet mentioned in the official 
communication, that it was the fail- 
ure of the German crown prince to 
hold his position in the center which 
compelled a retreat along the whole 
line. While General von Hinden- 
burg on the left and the Austrians on 
the right were both maintaining their 
positions, the crown  prince’s army 
waa fleeing back to the fatherland. 

“The Russians poured in between 
the wings thus left in danger and at- 
tacked them, each on two sides, forc-

GERMANS HOLD DIXMUDE

French Official Report As- 
serts Allies Have Held All 
Positions and Have Even 
Advanced — Berlin, How- 
ever, Asserts the Germans 
Have Made ‘Progress and 
Captured Some Prisoners.

London, November 12.—The official 
press bureau issued the following 
statement tonight: 

“Operations the last few days have 
consisted mainly of fighting north of 
the Lys. The fighting has consisted 
of frequent and vigorous infantry at- 
tacks from the Germans, accompanied 
by heavy shell fire, alternating with 
equally vigorous counter-attacks, the 
general result being the maintenance 
of our line, not without considerable 
losses on our side, but with still heavi- 


er losses on the other.

The Germans, with all the forces at 
their command, have continued to at- 
tack the British and French, who hold 
the line between Dixmude and Ypres, 
but except for the capture of Dixmude, 
which occurred Tuesday, and some lit- 
tle progress around Ypres; they have 
not made material advance. 

The French official report says all 
the attacks have been repulsed. The 
Germans no longer are ut lens green 
troops in this region,.but have brought 
up the pick of their arnty, including 
some Prussian guards, who attempted 
an offensive movement against the Brit- 
ish, but without success. 

Both sides express satisfaction with 
the progress of the battle. Berlin says 
the allies’ attacks have been repulsed, 
and that their own attack is making 
headway; while in London. and.in Paris 
it is felt that so long as the allies can 
hold the line of the canal from Nieuport 
to bree their position is strong. 

In France, from the northwest to the 
southeast, there have been engage- 
ments of lesser importance, in which, 
according to the French report. Gen- 
eral Joffre’s armies have.gained ground 
and strengthened their positions, 

The Germans continue to . destroy 
bridges and railways in Belgium, but 
with what object remains a secret. It 
is thought, however, that they are 
making preparations to winter in that 
country, and they are taking every 
step to prevent their plans from be- 
coming known to their enmies. 

The Russian army, under General 
Rennenkampff is fighting its way into 
East Prussia, and has taken Johannis- 
burg, which is on the railway from 
Lyck to Soldau, both of which towns 
already are in Russian hands. This 
gives to Russia the control of an im- 
portant railway line which skirts the 
frontier in German territory and sev- 
eral branch railways running into the 
interior. 

_ The central army, which drove the 
Germans back from the Vistula, has 
had only unimportant engagements, 
but it is known to be pushing forward 
to the borders of Posen and Silesia, 
which the Germans are crossing. 

The Russian left wing has followed 
the Kielce railway to the Austrian 
frontier, and is within a few miles of 
Cracow, whose siege is imminent. 

The southern army, under General 
Ruzsky, is. at Rzeszow, between 
Przemysl and Cracow, and the Aus- 
trians are opposing its crossing of the 
San river. Another detachment con- 
tinues the siege of Przemysl, while still ° 
another is operating against Austrians 
aan the passage of the Carpatht- 
ns. 

The army of Armenia, whose base is 
on Kars, trans-Caucasia, is approach- 
ing the Turkish fortress of Erzerun. 

_ The manner in which Grand Duke 
Nicholas, the Russian commander-in- 
chief, is wielding these armies and the 
mobility they are showing are the sub- 
oe of admiration by military men 
ere. 

The rumor still continues persistent- 
ly in London that the German crown 
prince was in command of the German 
center which gave way before the Rus- 
sian assault outside Warsaw and he 
is being blamed for this reverse. 


ALLIES BOTTLING 
KAISER’S FORCES 
WITHIN DIXMUDE 


Paris, November 12.—The official 
communication issued by the French 
war office tonight was as follows: 
-“To the north we have held all our 
positions. The enemy has sought to 
debouch from Dixmude by a night at- 
tack, but has been repulsed. 

“We have resumed the offensive 
against the enemy who had crossed the 
river Yser and have driven him back 
at all points except at one place where 
he still occupies from 200 to 300 meters 
on the left bank. 

“In the center we have gained some 
sround in the region of Tracy-le-Val, 
to the northeast of the forest of I’ Aigue. 

“In the. Argonne region the German 
attacks have been very serious, but 
have amounted to nothing.” 

The official statement given out this 
afternoon says that the fighting on the 
left wihg continues with violence and 
has been characterized with aiternate 
advances and retirements, without im- 
portance. Generally speaking, the 
Statement declares, the battle front 
shows no important changes since the 
tenth of November. 

The text of the COMMRSRIORSIRS: fol- 
lows: 

“On our left wing the fighting still 
continues with violence and has been 
conducted with alternate advances and 
retirements without importance. Speak- 
ing broadly, the battle front has not 
varied greatly since the 10th of No- 
vember. In the evening of yesterday 
it extended along the line between 
Lombaertzyde and Nieuport, the Nieu- 
port canal to Ypres: the approaches 
of Ypres; in the region of Zonnebeke, 
and the east of Armentieres. 

“There has been no change in the 
positions held by the British army. 
which repulsed the attacks of the 
enemy, and particularly an offensive 
movement undertaken by a detach- 
ment of the Prussian guard. 

“From the canal of La Bassee as fa: 
as and up to the river Oise, there 
have been minor engageménts. 

“In the region of the river Aisne, in 
the neighborhood of Vailley, we re- 
tained our position against a counter 
attack, and we strengthened our posi- 
tion in the territory previously con- 


j quered by us,

Lee Memorial Urged. 

Colonel John Temple Graves address- 
ed the convention, making the sugges- 
tion of a memorial to the confederate 
soldier to be erected on the side of 
Stone mountain, near Atlanta. He 
Said in part: 


“On the steep side of Stone mountain, 
facing northward, there is a sheer de- 
clivity that rises or falls from 900 to 
100 feet. Here, then, is nature’s match- 
less plan for a memorial. On this 
steep side let those who love the south- 

ern dead combine to have the engineers 
cut a projection thirty feet wide and 
100 feet long. Into this projection and 
as high as it may be made, let us ask 
Lorado Taft, the repwublic’s greatest 
Sculptor, to chisel a heroic statue, sev- 
enty feet high, of a confederate soldier 
in the nearest possible resemblance to 
Robert E. Lee. Let him chisel also 
the insignia of the confederate uni- 
form, of which the gray stone is the 
natural base. There will be no mon- 
ument in all the world like this, our 
monument to the confederate dead. 
None so majestic, none so magnificent- 
ly framed, and none that will more 
powerfully attract the interest and the 
admiration of those who have a soul. 
Will Sam Venable permit this chisel- 
ing of his mighty granite hill? IT do not 
know, forlam speaking upon ove of the 
impulses that have been behind every 
good thing I ever did, from the Grady 
memorial speech to the defense of the 
south at Chicago. But I do not know 
Sam Venable, and I make bold to say 
that the brave and loyal spirit of this 
gallant Georgian will not refuse the 
consent which will make of his Geor- 
gia home more than a Parnassus.” 

Colonel Graves was vigorously ap- 
plauded by the convention, and a res- 
olution was passed approving the sug¢- 
gestion, but no tangible action was 
taken. This afternoon the delegates 
attended an oyster roast as guests of 
the Savannah Board of Trade and the 
local Daughters.

Mrs. Stevens Believes, How- 
ever, Women Will Get 
Vote Before Long. 


Savannah, Ga., November 12.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Mrs. Daisy McLaurin Stevens, 
president general of the Unitéd Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy, is opposed to 
woman suffrage, but not half so bit- 
terly as she has been reported as be- 
ing. She looks upon it rather good 
naturedly, certainly tolerantly, and, 
while she doesn’t think she will ever 
carry the votes for women banner, she 
expects to see them have the ballot be- 
fore a great many years, and use it 
wisely. 

“I feel about suffrage a great deal 
like the old woman who was arrested 
in the middle of her numerous duties 
(which ineluded supporting a worth- 
less husband and taking care of a 
large family) to sign.a petition to get 
the ballot. ‘Can’t the men do notfing’ 
she exploded. 

“I think the ballot belongs peculiar- 
ly to the men, and certainly do not 
think it would be wise to give it to the 
women and take their minds away from 
their duties to their’ homes and fami- 
lies. 

“Yet I think the day is not very dis- 
tant when women will be voting in 
every section of the United States. The 
danger lies really not in giving the 
woman a right to vote, but in how she 
will use this vote. 

“If they are successful in the fight 
they are waging every: woman who has 
a vote should use it, and she should

The Constitution is in receipt of scores

of letters approving its position that the in- 
dispensable prerequisite to the justice or suc- 
cess of any cotton holding movement is for 
the farmer first to sell cotton enough to pay 
his debts and set the wheels of southern 
business in motion. 

A specimen of the letters of indorsement 
comes from Clyde L. King, president of 
the Atlanta Agricultural Works, and one of 
the south’s foremost business men. Mr. 
King says, among other things, that— 

It seems to me that the only way the 
wheels of commerce can operate effec- 
tively is for the farmers to Sell enough 
cotton to pay the major portion of their 
debts, and let the retail merchant pay 
the wholesaler, the wholesaler pay the 
manufacturer and so on up the line. 
Mr. King’s way of putting the matter 

could not be improved upon, and it is typical 
of other letters received from _ various 
sources, including many farmers. 

In the south, and under qur inexcusable 
one-crop system, the farmer is undoubtedly 
the motor to the business machine. 

Cotton supplies the impulse that turns 
the wheels. 

If cotton moves slowly, the whole busi- 
ness machinery, from top to bottom, moves 
slowly. 

If it moves swiftly and continuously, the 
wheels hum all along the line.

The Mexicans have started again, this 
time with Carranza, their tragedy-comedy of 
“Tag! You're It!” 
years ago with the late lamented Maximilian, 
who, poor soul, incubated the delusion that 
the descendants of the Aztecs were longing 
for an imported monarch,. with the latest and 
most approved foreign label. What hap- 
pened to Maximilian comprises one of the 
most melancholy and autumn-tinted chapters 
of Mexican history. The Mexicans speedily 
discovered that Maximilian was a “traitor” 
and his demise. was sudden and undignified. 

Since then there have been several less 
illustrious successors to Maximilian, but in 
the end their finish has been identical, only 
the trimmings being different. Then came 
Porfirio Diaz, and with him a long reign of 
what might be called peace under duress and 
a one-man -despotism, more or less benevo- 
lent. In course of time the people wearied 
even of old Porfirio. They thought too much 
of him to stand him up against a wall and 
perforate him with bullets, but, nevertheless, 
they pinned the brand of “traitor” on Jim, 
and he made a quick exit to Europe. 

After Porfirio came the ill-fated dreamer, 
Madero, who promised the impossible, then 
allowed himself to be tricked by cheap poli- 
ticians. In the long run, Felix Diaz and 
Huerta denominated Madero a “traitor,” and 
the manner of his death is still a stench in 
the nostrils of the continent. 

Huerta, the usurper, enjoved a brief 

tenure of power, insecure and enforced by 
bayonets and lies, then, he, too, was plas- 
tered with “traitor and renegade” and al- 
lowed to escape to the coast and thence to 
Europe. 
- And now it seems to be Carranza, for 
the latest news is that the convention of 
chieftains at Aguas Calientes have character- 
ized him as a “traitor” and decreed his abo- 
lition, if nothing more drastic.

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The late Abram S. Hewitt, who stood al- 
most pre-eminent as a business statesman, 
especially when the iron and steel industry 
of the United States was under considera- 
tion, had the courage to predict at about 
the time when the United States Steel cor- 
poration was under organization that within 
a few years the great centers of the iron 
and steel industry, not only of the United 
States, but of the world, would be one in the 
extreme northern portion of the United 
States and the other within a few hours of 
the southern ports upon the Gulf of Mexico. 
Mr. Hewitt referred to the Lake’ Superior 
region because there are round almost in- 
exhaustible deposits of bessemer ores, and to 
Birmingham, Ala., because it is the center of 
the vast region containing rich deposits of 
basic ores. 

Mr. Hewitt said to the present writer, in 
1900, that nowhere else tn the world had 
nature combined resources of such magpi- 
tude and high quality of the kind needed to 
deyelop the iron and steel industry as she 
had done in the iron and steel region of 
Birmingham, Ala. He went further, ventur- 
ing to predict that within the first quarter of 
the present century, certainly within a gen- 
eration, beginning with the first year of the 
century, the Alabama region would dom- 
inate the basic steel industry of the world. 

Twenty years earlier Mr. Hewitt had 
dared to say to the British Iron and Steel 
institute, which represented that industry in 
Great Britain, that within twenty-five years 
the United States would take the prestige 
as the leader in the iron and steel industry 
of the world from Great Britain. It was 
a source of much gratification to Mr. Hewitt 
that he lived long enough to see the justi- 
fication of his .prophecy. Mr. Hewitt’s pre- 
diction was, according to reports received 
in this city, brought to the attention of the 
American Iron and Steel institute at its an- 
nual meeting at Birmingham the latter part 
of October. In private conversation, Mr. 
Hewitt often said that he meant, in part, by 
his statement that the iron and steel indus- 
try of the world would be concentrated at 
two points in the United States, one on our 
northern and the other near our southern 
boundary; that the time would speedily come 
when we should not only have complete con- 
trol of our domestic markets, but also a 
partial mastery of the markets of the world 
of iron and steel commodities. 

When Mr. Hewitt was a mergber of con- 
gress, representing one of the New York city 
districts, he gave nearly all of his spare 
time to investigation into the resources of 
the south, which ultimately, in his view, 
would enable the south to gain pre-eminence 
in the world’s iron and steel] industry. But 
Mr. Hewitt was a member of congress before 
the development of this industry of the 
south was undertaken. He intended, after 
he retired from congress, to give further 
study to the subject, but his election as 
mayor of New York city and his service in 
tat office made this impossible. 

Mayor Hewitt’s Prediction. 


Had Mr. Hewitt lived long enough 
a guest of the American institute at 
recent annual meeting at Birmingham, he 
would have been rejoiced to hear such an 
exposition of the growth of our export trade 
in iron and steel commodities as was the 
one made by President James J. Farrell, of 
the United States Steel corporation. It is 
an interesting fact that Mr. Hewitt, shortly 
before his death, had heard incidentally and 
in the most general way of Mr. Farrell as 
one of the younger leaders in the iron anil 
steel industry. But if he could have heard 
Mr. Farrell’s exposition he would have said

Austria was much more formidable than 
Denmark, but Von Moltke cleaned up the 
job before all of the Austrian army had had 
And in 1870 war 
was declared against Yrance, and Bismarck 
sent a messenger boy over to Von Moltke 
asking him to go over to Paris and mess 
up the Champs Elyses. 

Von Moltke hauled out 
barrow load of plans from pigeon-hole No. 
6 and started. For a thousand years no ene 
had made this journey successfully, but Von 
celebrated his seventieth birthday 
in Versailles and handed Alsace and Lor- 
raine to the king as souvenirs of the trip. 

When Von Moltke returned to Berlin he 
was made a count, a field marshal, a mem- 
ber of the Prussian upper house for life 
and was given $225,000 and so many medals 
that he couldn't have hung them on a bpill- 
board. In return he presented the govern- 
ment with a son who is running the present 
war. . 

Von Moltke remained in change of the 
army to the age of 88 and died at the age 
of 90. He wrote many books, but never said 
more than one or two words at a time. He 
was a very talented conversationalist with 
artillery, however.

Cotton Situation as Seen by 
Leading New York Banker

dependence of the south for its 
financial progress has been placed largely 
upon cotton for many years past. It has 
been rare that the farmer has not been 
able to haul his cotton to the market and 
find eager buyers at remunerative prices. 
During the period following the panic of 
1893, very low prices were experienced 
for cotton, which brought about a consider- 
able demand for the diversification of the 
crops of the south. To a certain extent, 
such a policy was adopted, but the new 
acreaze going under the plow each year 
led ‘o a steady increase of the number of 
bales of cotton annually produced. A 
general revival of trade coming in evidence 
in late nineties enabled the world 
to readily consume the much-increased 
production, and for the past 12 or 14 years 
prices for the staple have been more or 
less satisfactory until the fateful year 
of 1914. Statistics show that our ex- 
ports of cotton virtually constitute the 
balance of trade in favor of this country 
each year and, therefore, it is easy to con- 
ceive what importance is laid upon the 
cotton crop. 

Notwithstanding the wonderful progress 
of the south from a material standpoint, 
it is disheartening to observe that she 
does not respond to economie methods as 
she should, and the handling of the enor- 
mous crop of cotton raised each year has 
ever been a reproach to her methods. It 
is not too much to say that the weather 
damage to cotton alone from the time it 
is picked until it is shipped to the spin- 
ner is annually sufficient in dollars and 
cents to build. and equip one of the most 
satisfactory warehouse systems it is pos- 
sible to conceive of. Southern farmers, 
as may be said of farmers in every section, 
are natural bulls. They desire to hold 
their productsgirrespective of what prices 
may obtain, always looking forward to 
better prices later on, but a woefully in- 
sufficient equipment is available for such 
a purpose. Local banks, and they only, - 
will often advance funds against cotton 
even when the bales are spread all over 
a farmer’s yard or when they have been 
hauled to town and placed in a cotton 
yard almost invariably affording no _ pro- 
tection whatever from the weather. The 
cotton compresses, situated throughout the 
south, usually have a considerable amount 
of platform space for storage, but it is 
rare, indeed, that covering is had for such 
platforms beyond a_ restricted area. The 
laws of the states have never until lately 
paid much attention to the regulation of 
&® proper warehouse system. 

When the War Started. 

When:the European war broke out the 
cotton season had scarcely opened. Ship- 
Ling was for a time completely at a stand- 
still. As the farmer hauled his first bales 
into town he was very much astounded to 
fing no buyers. The cotton exchanges 
were closed. It was but natural, under 
the circumstances, that spinners should 
re‘sain from entering the market beyond 
covering their actual spinning needs _ be- 
cause it was plainly evident that the mar- 
ket, in the face of the enormous crop in 
»rospect, must seek a lower level. All 
kinds of plans were suggested, few of 
them containing any merit whatever. 
may absurd. For the time being it was 
forzotten that two-thirds of the people 
of this country. are consumers of cotton 
axaipst one-third producers, or those bene- 
such production. The adminis- 
met the situation with commend- 
able good sense. Secretary McAdoo, at a 
conference held in Washingjon, announced 
thut he would accept as security for emer- 
gency cirevilation issued to any currency 
association notes secured by warehoused 
ertion, with a reasonable margin, classing 
such obligations as “other securities,” 
thus placing at the disposal currency 
associations in the south a of ap- 
proximately $170,000,000. 

The south has not availed itself of 
more than one-third of its ability to se- 
cure emergency circulation. Had its full 
quota been taken out, placed in circula- 
tion, and drifted back to the banks, as 
it inevitably would through the payment 
of debts, the credit expansion power of 
the banks of the south would have un- 
questionably been greatly increased, espe- 
cially in view of the fact that this 
emergency circulation could have been 
used by the state banks, which outnum- 
ber the nationals almost three to one in 
the south, as a basis for credit expansion 
and would have given the south, within, 
herself, full ability to have carried not 
less than 5,000,000 bales of cotton at 6 
cents a pound. 

The “Buy-a-Bale” Movement. 

Sdme time after the Washington con- 
ference above referred to there originated 
in certain sections of the south what was 
termed the “buy-a-bale” movement. This 
was strictly a local undertaking in its in- 
ception and was intended to afford relief 
to poor tenant farmers, who were deeply 
in debt and could not hope to pay out 
unless they received 10 cents per pound 
for their cotton. The local success of this 
novement induced many organizations, 
such as chambers of commerce and boards 
of trade, to serid out a general appeal to 
the country at large to buy cotton on this 
basis and offering their services to see 
that those in distress were relieved there- 
by. Circulars were sent out often grossly 
exagegerat'ng conditions, some of them 
reaugine that the south was on the verge 
of ruin and that the farmers and mer- 
chants could not hope to pay their debts 
unless relief of this nature was given. 

There has never been Since the war 
started any good reason to believe that 
even if the south had to accept as low a 
price as 5 cents a pound for every bale 
of cotton raised that she was in danger of 
financial collapse. The business men and 
the bankers of the south will compare 
favorably with those of any other section 
in the United States and they never con- 
duct their affairs in such a way as to 
permit the misfortune of any one year, no 
matter how severe, to place them in danger 
of wholesale failure and bankruptcy. 

The south should assume the attitude 
of selling its cotton when reasonable 
prices are obtainable, lay its plans for + 
substantial reduction of acreage next sea- 
son, utilizing the surplag ground for ‘the 
proauction of other remunerative crops, 
charge‘off its losses, forget its trouble and 
turn a bright face to the future

TWO PLEAD GUILTY TQ 
WITHHOLDING ASSETS 


P.M.Shimoff and G. Constangy 
Will Be Sentenced at Jan- 
uary Term of Court. 


Following sensational raids by pri- 
vate detectives employed by the At- 
lanta Association of Credit Men which 
resulted in the recovery of merchan- 
dise valued at approximately $10,000 
in Atlanta, Savannah and Charleston, 
5S. C., G. Constangy and P. M. Shimoff, 
formerly engaged in the drygoods, 
clothing and novelty business here, 
ended their business careers, tempo- 
rarily at least, when they entered pleas 
of guilty before Judge W. T. Newman, 
en Thursday. 

Both Constangy and Shimoff were 
indicted last December under the fed- 
eral bankruptcy laws. Constangy was 
charged with concealing assets repre- 
senting nearly $30,000, face value, from 
his trustee. Shimoff was indicted for 
conspiracy in aiding Constangy to 
make away with assets. 

The cases against Constangy and 
Shimoff are the first to be prosecuted 
to a conclusion in Atlanta since the 
enactment of the bankruptcy law. 

Under the federal statutes Judge 
Newman can impose a fine and im- 
prisonment for two years in a jail or 
penitentiary. Sentence was deferred 
Thursday when attorneys representing 
Constangy informed the court that ill- 
ness to a member of the family of the 
accused would make sentence at this 
time a hardship. 

: Good Moral Effect. 

Judge Newman fixed the first Mon- 
day in January as the time for impos- 
ing sentence. 

H. A. Ferris, trust officer of the 
adjustment bureau of the Credit Men’s 
association, and H. A. Choat, vice 
president of the national Association 
of Credit Men, were vigorously behind 
the prosecution of the men. They de- 
clared Thursday that their conviction, 
the first brought about in Atlanta, 
will have a good moral effect on dis- 
honest merchants who scheme to de- 
fraud their creditors. 

“The association is going to continue 
its relentless prosecution of crooked 
merchants,” said Mr. Ferris. “We feel 
gratified over the success of our 
efforts in the Constangy and Shimoff 
cases, particularly since the National 
Association of Credit Men is planning 
to aid with a prosecution fund of $100,- 
000 for just such a purpose as we have 
been working at.’’ 

Merchants, jobbers and manufactur- 
ers throughout the United States were 
interested in the prosecution of Con- 
stangy and Shimoff. Constangy formeély 
engaged in business at Nos. 38 and 40 
West Mitchell street under the name 
of the Novelty company, the St. Louis 
Shoe company and the Empire Outfit- 
ters’ company. Shimoff engaged in 
business on West Mitchell street under 
the name of The Fashion. 

Both were doing a large and appar- 


|ently prosperous business when they 
' went 


into the bankruptcy court here. 
Constangy gave in itapbilities at about 
taht and Shimoff scheduled about 
15,500. Each returned assets consid- 
erably less than their liabilities. 


Property Recovered. 


H. A. Ferriss was elected trustee in 
each case. With very little money on 
hand to begin an investigation, Trustee 
Ferris consulted with H. A. Choat, na- 
tional vice president, and a fund of 
$500 was ‘guaranteed to employ Atsttor- 
neys Moore & Pomeroy and a private 
detective to examine into the affairs 
of the bankrupts. e 

Convinced that the men had not 
turned over all their assets to their 
Trustee Ferriss procured a 
order which resulted in the re- 


covery of property of the value of 
about $6,000 belonging to the Con- 
stangy estate, and property of the 
value of about $5,500 belonging to 
Shimoff. Part of the property con- 
sisted of fine silks and furs shipped 
from Atlanta to Savannah and Charles- 
ton and held for Constangy under a 
fictitious name. The trustee also re- 
covered ledger accounts approximat- 
ing nearly’ $5,000 wpon which Con- 
stangy attempted to collect while he 
engaged in business at another loca- 
on. 

Trustee Ferriss and a deputy mar- 
shal personally made a seizure of cash 
one night as it was about to be turned 
in by eollectors to Constangy. 

Following the recovery of much 

property, Trustee Ferriss secured war- 
rants against both men, and on the 
trial before Judge Newman it was de- 
cided by the court that the money and 
property seized belonged to the bank- 
rupts, and was wrongfully withncid 
from the trustee. Indictments against 
Constangy’ and Shimoff were procured 
after the hearing on the civil suits. 
They were charged with concealing as- 
sets and entering into a conspiracy to 
defraud their creditors. 
* The proscutions were conducted by 
District Attorney Hooper Alexander 
and Moore & Pomery, while the de- 
fendants were represented by Messrs. 
L. Z. Rosser, Ben Phillips, T. B. Felder, 
Marion Smith and John W. Moore.

OF WINSTON-SALEM LINK 


J. Hamptén Rich, Winston-Salem, N. | 
C., ig an enthusiastic delegate to the 
American Good Roads congress, now 
in session in Atlanta. He comes as 
one of the representatives named by 
the governor of that state. Mr. Rich 
is much interested in the development 
of the Winston-Salem link of the At- 
lanta-Charlotte - Winston - Salem - New 
York highway. 

Of the work of the Central Post road 
organization of North Carolina, which, 
by co-operation of three counties. has 
expended $100,000 on this link of the 
post road, which runs direct from Con- 
cord to Salisbury, to Mockville, to 
Winston-Salem and then to Richmond, 
Mr. Rich says: 

“@he road agitation began with pass- 
ing’ a bridge bill which carried an ap- 
Ppropriation of $50,000 for bridges to 
bridge the Yadkin river. A bond issue 
of $175,000 followed. The bonds were 
sold and work begun in Davie county. 
About this time Senator Simmons in- 
troduced a bill carrying an appropria- 
tion of $1,000,000 for experimental 
road building on post roads. A eiti- 
zen of the section conceived the idea 
that it was possible to make one of 
the stretches of this road a post road. 
Application was consequently made to 
the national government for $30,000 
to aid in building the road, the three 
counties putting up $2 to the govern- 
ment’s $1 : 

“A commission of gentlemen from 
the three counties, P. H. Hanes. chair- 
man; Commissioner Feimster, Iredell; 
Commisgioner Bailey, of Davie: Coim- 
missionér Mickey, Senator E. RB. Jones, 
J. Hamoton Rich, A. F. Sams, E. L. 
Gaither, Senator A. T. Grant and T. 
B. Baily, went before the governor of 
North Carolina, who had the designa- 
tion of the road, and asked for the ap- 
propriation. After much: delay, the 
money was secured and the. road pro- 
posed was surveyed by the govern- 
ment. 

“The government has a man on the 
ground now finishing the work, which 
will be finally completed by the last 
of the year, and it is said to he one of 
the finest stretches of roads in the 
United States. This road will be of 
great advantage to tourists passing 
from New York to Atlanta.”

They win the cash prize 
of $50. 

Whitfield county, with 58 boys exhib- 
iting, wins second prize of $25. They 
raised an average of 70.2 bushels at a 
cost of 35 cents a bushel. 

Pickens caunty, with 53 boys exhibit- 
ing, shows an average of 70.5 bushels 
an acre, grown at a cost of 38.9 cents 
a bushel. This county wins third prize.

Demand jin Savannah 
For’Cotton Is Large, 
Says J. R. Anderson 


J, Randolph Anderson, president of 
the senate, and a well-known attorney 
of Savannah, Ga., who was in Atlanta 
Thursday to appear before the state 
railroad commission, spoke encourag- 
ingly of the cotton situation, declaring 
that Savannah Wednesday was buying 
cotton at 8 cents a pound, and that 
the demand at this price exceeded the 
supply.

That large exports will be made in 
the near future, as the result of the 
filling of first half of Novenrber coim- 
mitments, is indicated by the marked 
increase in stocks at ports, which now 
amount to 935,436 bales, a gain for this 
week of 124,000 bales. 
far this season are mY nearing the 
million-bale mark. he total 
was 828,288. 

Interior stocks are being built up 
at a rapid rate, owing to the desire 
of farmers to store where they can 
get proper warehousing facilities. It 
is also said that foreign spinners are 
holding considerable quantities of cot- 
ton at points in this country which 
may be readily drawn upon’ when sup- 
plies of raw material are needed. 

Stocks at the leading thirteen inte- 
rior towns in the belt at the end of 
the half week are about the largest 
on record—703,454 bales. 

Prices fell off slightly in the cotton 
market today, January being traded 
in during the afternoon at 7.50, while 
spots were marked down 1-16 to 7 5-8 
for middling. Sales of January con- 
tracts were 17 points under the high 
level of Monday. 

Considerable comment was caused 
by the sale of 5,200 bales of spots at 
Memphis on the basis of 7 cents for 
middling.

New York, November’ 10.—Dan Talmage 
& Co. say that ‘distinctly better’ is the 
general feeling regarding the situation dur- 
ing the past week. Buying orders are com- 
ing in larger scope, which is a marked im- 
provement in tone and sentiment over the 
past several weeks. The effect of the finan- 
clal change upon cotton has given a de- 
cided ray of light and the improvement is 
likewise, having a beneficent influence on all 
classes of merchandise. The demand for 
export has started up again,.and this move- 
ment, in addition to the increased purchases 
by the general grocery trade, has given a 
renewed impulse and strength to the mar- 
ket, which exhibits a decidedly better tone. 
Prices are now felt to be on a safe basis, 
and with depleted stocks, the trade are 
recognizing the stability of values and are 
cane advantage of the !tmproving situa- 
tion. 

“Blue Rose,’’ on account of its: similarity 
to the old time “White Seed’’ Carolina, is 
attracting marked attention, and the cost 
being much below even the river styles, 
makes it an unusual proposition. Japan is 
taking its accustomed position in the gro- 
cery economy and the trade are sorting 
up their regular holdings. There is some 
complaint of slow collections, but it is 
thought that this will correct itself as soon 
as the cotton crisis is finally passed and the 
business movement becomes general. 

Advices from the south along the At- 
lantic coast show very little improvement, 
although a better feeling is extant, due to 
anticipated improved cotton conditions. The 
planters, however, still have every confi- 
dence in the situation and are holding for 
better prices. 

At New Orleans, American Java and 
new crop Japans are moving freely at ad- 
vanced prices, mills reporting inability to 
fill orders for quick delivery and are book- 
ing for future shipment.

The Nashville Convention 
Largely Attended. 


Nashville, Tenn., November 12.—By 
a decisive vote the executive council 
of the National Atnerican Woman Suf- 
frage association, at the opening of 
the forty-sixth annual convention here 
today, declared its political non-parti- 
sanship and went on record as opposed 
to attacks upon any poiitical party. 

This action was taken in the adop- 
tion of resolutions presented by Mrs. 
Raymond Brown, of New York, and 
was considered as a preliminary vic- 
tory of the so-called “administration” 
forces against the element in opposi- 
tion and generally supposed to look 
with favor upon the congressional 


| union. 


Dr. Anna Howard Shaw, president of 
association, delivered her an- 
address tonight.

pease in the movement plead the 
cause of woman's fight for the ballot. 
Asks Men to Be Just. 

Dr. Shaw said if men could be made 
to use the same sense of justice in 
their consideration of women that they 
employ with regard to men, the suf- 
frage fight would be won. “But they 
seem unable to do this,” she declared, 
“because men are the great sentimental- 
ists of the race. All that women are 
asking is that men believe what they 
themselves say. They say they want 
a government ‘of the people, by the 
people and for the people,’ but by their 
treatment of women regarding the bal- 
lot they show they do not believe that. 
They say the ‘voice of the people is the 
voice of God,’ but they refuse to per- 
mit the soprano to be raised along with 
the bass. The great difficulty with 
this government is that we have been 
listening to one big bass solo. 

“The men of America make much of 
their boasted democracy, but this gov- 
ernment is not a democracy; it is an 
aristocracy of sex. They have seemed 


right of sex,’ in all their governmental 
affairs, but this is becoming as obso- 
lete in the thought of men of the Unit- 
ed States as the doctrine of the ‘divine 
right of kings’ is becoming in the mind 
of European men. Think of the ter- 
rible cost of that doctrine across the 
water. When we see in the headlines 
‘350,000. dead in the war in nine weeks,’ 
we can scarcely comprehend that, but 
we can look upon the face of one dead 
soldier boy and understand what war 
means. It is terrible to think that the 
flower of the civilization of Europe is 
being, used as food for the cannon’s 
mouth, and the cost of this horrible 
human slaughter will be borne by un- 
born generations, for in war it is the 
weak, the degraded, the unfit that are 
left to father the future race.” 
Campaign States Celebrate. 

One of the features of tonight’s pro- 
sram was a celebration of the suffra- 
gists’ battles in the seven “campaign 
States” which had their culmination in 
the recent general election. Mrs. Anne 
H. Martin, of Nevada, and Miss Mary 
Stewart, of Montana, whose states 
voted suffrage for women, sounded 
notes of triumph over the victories 
gained by their sex while representa- 
tives from Missouri, Ohio, North and 
South Dakota and Nebraska, in which 
the vote was against the suffrage 
amendment, told of their fight and of 
their hopes for success in future. 

Mrs. Martin declared that Nevada is 
the most “male” state in the union, 
the 1910 census showing two men to 
every woman. The suffrage victory, 
she said, indicated that the men had 
realized their need of women in helping 
to direct governmental affair. 

The suffrage victory in Montana waar 
attributed by Miss Stewart to thorough 
organization in each county and pre- 
cinct of the state and to concentrated, 
harmonious work by both leaders and 
the rank and file. 


Report of Congress Committee. 


The delegates at the session late to- 
day evinced great interest in the re- 
port of the congressional committee 
presented by Mrs. Medill McCormick, of 
Chicago, chairman, with additional ex- 
planations of the committee’s work by 
Mrs. Antoinette Funk and Mrs. Sher- 
man Booth, of Illinois, members of the 
committee. It was the work of. this 
committee which has been the subject 
of considerable difference of opinion 
among members of the National Suf- 
frage association. 

Mrs. McCormick stated that the com- 
mittee began its work among members 
of congress With efforts to obtain pass- 
age of what the suffragists designate 
the “Susan B. Anthony deral Amend- 
ment.’”’ This was framed by Miss An- 
thony, and first introduced in congress 
in 1869. It provided that no citizen of 
the United States should be deprived of 
the elective franchise because of sex. 

“After working among members of 
congress in the interests of this amend- 
ment,” said Mrs. McCormick, “and aft- 
er we had thoroughly canvassed both 
house and senate we realized there was 
no hope for securin its passage. or 
making it effective without more press- 
ure behind it. This amendment, even 
if it were passed by congress ya 
three-fourths’ majority, would still have 
to be ratified by thirty-six states to 
make it effective. 

“We then realized that we would be 
obliged to have more women enfran- 
chised by amendments of their state 
constitutions so that they could bring 
more pressure to bear upon their repre- 
sentatives in congress. After much 
deliberation we considered it avould be 
best in order to ultimately make ef- 
fective the Susan .B. Anthony amend- 
ment to bend our energies toward ob- 
taining the passage of the Shafroth 
amendment, which would have the 
question of woman suffrage submitted 
to the coters of each state by initiative 
petition.” 

Opposes States’ Rights Plan. 


Mrs. Funk recited details of the com- 
mittee’s work among congresmen and 
asserted that her experience and her 
study of the various state constitutions 
had convinced her that the obtaining of 
woman suffrage entirely through the 
so-called states’ rights plan would be 
almost impossible because of the many 
difficulties surrounding the amending 
of many of the constitutions. 

“And we are not afraid to declare,” 
She said, “that the Susan B. Anthony 
amendment cannot prevail without ad- 
ditional pressure to back it up.”

cipal leader, have sent messages to 
the “first chief’ and Provisional 
President Gutierrez asking a second 
time that both Carranza and Villa re- 
sign their positions. It also was re- 
ported, but. - unconfirmed, from the 
the Villa side, that Gonzales had de- 
serted Carranza and offered his serv- 
ices to the convention. 
The signers of the two telegrams 
included Gonzales, General Luicio 
Blanco and General Antonio Villarael. 
They asked Carranza to resign “to 
prevent circumstances growing 
graver.”” They advised the first chief 
that they also had sought the elimina- 
tion of Villa. 

“Should he not retire absolutely,” 
they said, “we pledge ourselves to 
subjugate him to law and order.” 

requested Carranza to order 

to leave the country. They 
promised they also would arrange for 
Carranza to leave Mexico. 

Rafael Muzquiz, Carranza’s consular 
chief, stated today that he had official 
advices from Mexico City that a total 
of 108,000 troops had remained loyal 
to the first chief.

to correct it, but that he would insist 
that politics should not be brought 
into the question because it was not 
a political problem. 


Burden of the Presidency. 


With some emotion he declared he 
was not seeking office and that a 
man who sought the officé of the 
prgmcenory was a fool for his pains. 

He spoke of the intolerable burden 
of the office and of things which he 
had to do which were more than the 
human spirit could carry. 

es that he did not care 
in the least for the political consid- 
erations involved, Mr. Wilson urged 
that. he wanted his auditors to un- 
derstand that it was a human prob- 
lem and not a political problem. 
While the American people wanted to 
support the advancement of the ne- 
gro, the president was sure that, as 
practical men, everybody knew that 
there was a point at which friction 
is apt to occur. The question must 
be stripped of sentiment and viewed 
in its facts, because the facts got the 
better of the individual whether one 
desired it or not. 

The president said he thought his 
colleagues in the government depart- 
ments were not trying to put the ne- 
groes at a disadvantage, but simply 
to make arrangements ich would 
prevent friction. He added that the 
question involved was not a question 
of intrinsic qualities, because all had 
human souls and were equal in that 
respect, but that for the present it 
was a question of economic policy 
whether the negro race could do the 
same things that the white race could 
do with equal efficiency. He said he 
thought the negroes were proving 
that they could, and that every one 
wished to help them so that they 
would not be so dependent, and that 
their conditions of labor would be bet- 
tered. he entire matter, however, 
should be treated with a recognition 
of its difficulties. Mr. Wilson said 
he was anxious to do what was just, 
and asked for more memoranda from 
the committee asto inetances of segre- 
gation about which they complained.
